To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Walsall. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  County- 
Borough  of  Walsall  for  the  year  1924. 

As  in  former  years  the  Report  follows  closely  on  the  lines 
recommended  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  makes  one  of  the 
series  of  ordinary  reports. 

The  population  as  at  June  30th,  1924,  has  been  estimated  by 
the  Registrar  General  as  101,500. 

There  is  again  a  slight  decline  in  the  Birth  Rate,  the  figure 
per  1,000  of  the  population  being  23*21  as  against  23  32  in  1923, 
and  25*41  in  1922. 

The  number  of  Marriages  shows  a  marked  decrease,  being  890 
as  against  1,097,  due  undoubtedly  to  the  very  great  Housing 
shortage,  and  in  some  measure  to  the  continued  trade  depression. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a  slight  increase  being  11*91  as 
against  11*68  for  1923,  but  this  is  under  the  Death  Rate  for  the 
whole  country  -  which  is  12*2.  The  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate 
(all  forms)  continues  to  decline  being  1*13  in  1924  as  against  1*14 
in  1923;  and  for  the  Respiratory  forms  being  0*89  as  against  0*9. 

Infantile  Mortality  shows  the  greatest  reduction  of  all,  being 
78*09  per  1000  births  as  against  93*93  for  1923.  This  is  the  low¬ 
est  figure  ever  reached  in  Walsall,  and  is  a  figure  which  compares 
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very  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole 
(75),  and  that  for  the  105  great  towns  (80).  It  is  a  figure  which 
all  must  strive  to  maintain  and  if  possible  reduce  still  further. 

The  dull  and  cheerless  summer  of  1924  may  be  in  some 
measure  responsible  for  this  reduction,  but  in  spite  of  our  low 
Death  Rate,  the  year  1924  cannot  be  regarded  as  being  a  healthy 
year.  There  has  been  much  sickness  in  the  Borough,  Influenza 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  followed  by  an  epidemic  of 
Diphtheria  in  Bloxwich,  and  Simple  Sore  Throat  in  other  parts 
of  the  town,  whilst  the  year  finished  up  with  an  Epidemic  of 
Mumps  amongst  school  children. 

Our  child  population  is  undoubtedly  showing  the  effects  of 
the  long  continued  trade  depression,  in  that  the  standard  of 
health  is  undoubtedly  lower,  and  our  children  are  less  resistent 
to  the  attacks  of  disease-producing  germs. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  shows  a  slight  increase, 
whilst  we  have  had  a  severe  outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  greater 
than  any  experienced  in  the  Borough  for  many  years.  Efforts 
at  combating  the  disease  and  controlling  the  outbreak  were 
greatly  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  Hospital  accommodation. 
Special  reports  on  the  outbreak  have  been  made  from  time  to 
time  to  the  Health  Committee  and  to  the  Town  Council,  and  a 
special  report  upon  the  urgent  necessity  for  an  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  was  made  to  the  Health  Committee  at  their  November 
meeting.  As  an  outcome  of  that  report,  a  conference  was  con¬ 
vened,  neighbouring  authorities  being  asked  to  send  representa¬ 
tives  to  consider  the  provision  of  adequate  Hospital  accommodation 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  district  generally. 

The  Epidemic,  which  is  dealt  with  in  greater  detail  in  the 
body  of  this  report,  has  shown  how  inadequate  our  Horse 
Ambulance  is  for  the  removal  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease. 
Much  time  is  frequently  lost  in  having  to  wait  for  a  horse  and 
the  time  occupied  in  removing  cases  and  clothing  and  returning 
:  clothing  after  disinfection  is  very  great  and  very  wasteful.  A 
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Motor  Ambulance  is  a  real  necessity  for  carrying  out  expeditious¬ 
ly  the  work  of  the  Health  Department. 

Chicken-pox  remained  a  notifiable  disease  until  the  end  of 
October,  by  which  time  the  number  of  notified  cases  had  fallen 
considerably. 

Pneumonia  (all  forms)  caused  106  deaths,  rather  less  than  in 
1923,  giving  a  death  rate  of  1’04,  higher  than  that  for  Tuberculosis 
of  the  Respiratory  system.  Cancer  and  malignant  disease  were 
the  cause  of  94  deaths  (0*92),  a  reduction  on  the  figures  of  1923 
when  there  were  108  deaths  (1’07  . 

The  position  as  regards  Shortage  of  Houses  and  overcrowding 
still  remains  acute,  the  total  number  of  new  houses  erected 
during  the  year  being  158,  53  of  these  forming  part  of  the  Municipal 
Housing  Scheme.  In  all,  510  houses  have  now  been  erected 
by  the  Municipality. 

One  is  glad  to  note  that  the  work  of  providing  water  closets 
with  efficient  flushing  cisterns  has  gone  steadily  forward,  the 
Health  Committee  having  laid  it  down  as  a  principle  that  where 
there  is  not  at  least  one  water  closet  to  each  two  houses,  or 
where  the  closet  is  without  a  proper  flushing  cistern,  they  con¬ 
sider  that  the  house  is  without  a  sufficient  water  closet  Each 
case  is  treated  oh  its  merits,  but  generally  speaking  the  owner 
is  called  upon  to  make  good  existing  water  closets  and  to 
provide  such  additional  new  water  closets  as  will  bring  the 
number  up  to  at  least  one  water  closet  to  two  houses  or  fractional 
part  thereof. 

In  accordance  with  this  principle  64  new  water  closets  were 
provided  during  the  year,  43  were  fitted  with  cisterns  and  44 
existing  cisterns  were  made  efficient. 

During  the  year  30  privies  were  converted,  but  with  the 
extension  of  sewers  to  districts  hitherto  unsewered,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  a  large  number  of  privies  will  be  converted  in  the 
near  future. 
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The  provision  of  ashbins  in  place  of  the  insanitary  brick 
(built  ashpits,  is  a  work  which  occupies  much  of  the  time 
>f  the  Sanitary  Staff.  The  complete  abolition  of  these 
ishpits  would  be  a  great  step  forward  in  house  sanitation 
3ind  would  have  a  decided  influence  for  the  betterment  of  health 
:onditions. 

During  the  year  the  Nursing  Services  of  the  Corporation 
mave  been  re-organised  and  co-ordinated,  each  nurse  now  having 
icharge  of  a  district,  and  being  responsible  for  all  the  work  in 
her  own  district. 

In  conclusion  I  would  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
in  particular  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the 
consideration  they  have  shown  me  during  the  year,  and  for  the 
readiness  with  which  they  have  adopted  suggestions  for  the 
improvement  of  the  health  of  the  Community  and  for  the  more 

iefficient  work  of  the  Health  Department.

Marrriages. — 'There  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  Marriages 
this  year,  890  taking  place,  whilst  last  year  1,097  were 
contracted. 

Births. — The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  was  2.375  of  which  1,196  were  males  and 
1,179  were  females.  These  are  the  crude  figures,  and  allowance 
has  to  be  made  for  births  to  non-residents  occurring  in  Walsall, 
and  for  births  to  residents  whilst  the  latter  were  temporarily 
staying  in  some  other  town. 

The  correct  figures  are  males  1,180  females  1,176  giving 
a  new  total  of  2,356  equivalent  to  a  Birth  Rate  of  23*21  per 
1,000-  Of  this  number  68  were  illegitimate  births,  as  compared 
with  54  during  1923.

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Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year 
was  1,220  giving  a  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  of  12  01 
an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  when  we  had  1,175  deaths, 
with  a  rate  of  1170.  If  we  exclude  the  number  of  persons  (70) 
dying  in  the  Borough  belonging  to  other  districts,  and  include 
(59)  those  belonging  to  the  Borough  dying  beyond  the  Borough, 
we  have  a  corrected  number  of  1,209  giving  a  death  rate  of 
11*91.  The  average  death  rate  for  the  past  five  years  is  12*63.

— Cases  of  Small-pox  are  treated  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  Sneyd  Lane,  Bloxwich. 

6.  DIPHTHERIA — During  the  past  year  the  Epidemic  Hos¬ 
pital,  Hospital  Street,  has  been  used  for  the  treatment  of 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  104  cases  having  received  treatment  during 
the  year. 

Cases  of  Diphtheria  are  also  treated  at  the  Walsall  General 
Hospital.

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LABORATORY  WORK.  \ 

During  the  year  334  specimens  were  examined  for  the 
presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli,  and  1,156  swabs  for  the  presence  of 
the  Bacilli  Diphtheriae  were  examined  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dis¬ 
pensary,  Littleton  Street. 

All  other  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are 
undertaken  by  the  Birmingham  University.  Diphtheria  anti-toxin 
is  available  at  the  Public  Health  Offices  at  the  Council  House 
in  office  hours  and  at  all  other  times  at  the  Police  Stations  in 
the  borough. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Comparatively  few  privies  remain,  the  majority  of  them  being 
in  outlying  districts  where  there  are  no  sewers.

Inspection  of  Places  where  Food  is  Prepared  — 

Inspection  of  meat  is  principally  confined  to  inspection  at 
sIl  ''hter-houses.  Bake-houses  are  regularly  inspected;  the 
Sanitary  condition  is  satisfactory.  Particulars  of  unfit  meat 
dealt  with  are  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
(pages  79,  80). 

Number  and  Condition  of  Slaughter-houses,  Reg¬ 
istered  OR  LICENSED. — There  is  no  public  abattoir,  but  at  one 
slaughter-house  the  slaughtering  is  semi-public  in  character.  The 
number  of  slaughter-houses  in  use  in  the  district  are Registered 
14,  Licensed  20.  Many  of  the  Registered  Slaughter-houses  are 
most  unsatisfactory. 

Arrangements  for  Disinfection. — Rooms  used  for  infect¬ 
ious  disease  cases  are  fumigated  on  the  recovery  or  removal  of 
the  patient  with  formalin  or  sulphur,  the  bedding  is  removed  to 
the  Hospital,  Hospital  Street,  and  dealt  with  in  a  Thresh  Steam 
Disinfector.

CAUSES  OF  ILLNESS. 

DIPHTHERIA. — During  the  year  there  has  been  a  serious 
outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  confined  very  largely  to  the  northern  end 
of  the  Borough.  Up  to  January  2nd,  1925,  363  cases  were 
notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  54  cases  in  1923  and 
49  in  1922. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  21  cases  were  notified 
as  compared  with  8  and  16  in  the  corresponding  quarters  of  1923 
and  1922  respectively.  During  the  second  quarter  34  cases  were 
notified  as  compared  with  8  and  14  in  the  corresponding  quarters 
of  1923  and  1922,  20  of  these  being  in  the  Bloxwich  Ward. 
During  the  month  of  May  when  the  outbreak  appeared  to 
commence,  13  cases  were  notified,  the  principal  focus  of  infection 
being  St.  Peter’s  R.  C.  School,  Bloxwich,  the  children  in  9  of  the 
families  affected  being  in  attendance  at  that  School.  Investiga¬ 
tion  revealed  a  “Carrier”  of  the  disease  at  this  school,  and 
after  her  exclusion,  the  outbreak  ceased.  During  June  14  cases 
were  notified,  13  of  these  being  in  Bloxwich  Ward,  3  in  one 
family  and  3  in  another,  the  majority  being  children  under  school 
age. 
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During  the  third  quarter  of  the  year,  130  cases  were  notified, 
the  outbreak  spreading  rapidly  during  the  school  holidays,  due 
very  largely  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  parents,  neglect 
to  call  in  the  Doctor  and  failure  to  keep  the  infected  children 
isolated.  In  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  healthy 
children  were  allowed  to  visit  their  sick  friends.  It  has  to  be 
admitted  however  that  in  the  majority  of  the  homes,  isolation  was 
extremely  difficult  and  in  some  cases  impossible.  The  Epidemic 
Hospital,  Hospital  Street  was  accordingly  opened,  on  the  instruc¬ 
tions  of  the  Health  Committee  on  July  10th,  and  a  temporary 
nursing  staff  engaged.  The  outbreak  centred  very  largelv  round 
Tudor  Place  and  New  Street,  a  district  where  the  streets  were  not 
made  and  the  yards  unpaved,  the  means  of  house  drainage 
being  unsatisfactory,  a  number  of  the  houses  being  furnished  with 
privies  Fouling  of  the  common  yards  was  the  rule,  and  the 
nuisance  was  further  aggravated  by  the  keeping  of  fowls  which 
were  allowed  to  run  loose  in  the  common  yards. 

During  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year  179  cases  were  notified, 
and  consequent  upon  complaints  being  made  by  mothers  that 
their  children  had  developed  sore  throats  after  a  visit  to  the 
Cinema,  and  as  there  was  no  sign  of  the  epidemic  subsiding,  the 
Health  Committee  recommended  the  Town  Council  to  put  into 
operation  No.  4  of  the  Special  conditions  and  Regulations 
governing  Cinematograph  Licenses,  viz: — 

“No  child  under  14  years  of  age  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
premises  if  the  Licensing  Authority  notify  the  Licensee  that 
there  is  an  excessive  prevalence  of  Infectious  Disease  in  the 
Borough 

This  restriction  came  into  force  on  November  22nd,  since 
which  date  all  children  under  the  age  of  14  have  been  excluded 
from  the  Cinemas  in  the  Town.  One  regrets  that  this  Order 
could  not  be  applied  to  all  places  of  public  entertainment. 

As  many  cases  as  possible  were  admitted  to  the  Epidemic 
Hospital,  and  arrangements  were  also  made  to  admit  further 
cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Cheslyn  Hay. 
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In  all  144  cases  received  Hospital  treatment,  104  being 
admitted  to  the  Epidemic  Hospital,  16  to  Cheslyn  Hay  Hospital, 
and  24  to  the  Walsall  General  Hospital. 

During  the  year  there  were  27  deaths  from  the  disease,  12 
of  these  dying  in  Hospital,  and  15  in  their  own  homes. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  77  cases  remaining  under 
treatment,  25  being  in  the  Epidemic  Hospital,  9  in  Cheslyn  Hay 
Hospital,  and  43  being  under  treatment  in  their  own  homes. 

The  case  mortality  from  the  disease  was  7*43%. 

INFLUENZA  and  PNEUMONIA.— During  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year  there  was  a  widespread  outbreak  of  Influenza  which  grad¬ 
ually  subsided  during  the  month  of  April.  For  the  most  part  the 
outbreak  was  fortunately  of  a  mild  type,  although  Pneumonia 
was  a  fairly  prevalent  complication.  34  deaths  from  Influenza 
were  recorded  in  the  first  quarter  and  12  in  the  second  quarter, 
and  6  throughout  the  rest  of  the  year. 

66  cases  of  acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia  were 
notified  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  36  during  the  second 
quarter,  26  during  the  third  quarter  and  43  during  the  last 
quarter — a  total  of  171  as  against  111  in  1923. 

Pneumonia,  all  types  other  than  Pneumonia  complicated  by 
Influenza,  accounted  for  106  deaths  or  a  death  rate  of  T04  per 
1,000  as  against  101  or  TOO  in  1923. 

Of  the  106  deaths  51  were  in  children  under  the  age  of  5 
years,  and  35  in  persons  over  the  age  of  45  years. 

SCARLET  FEVEF. — There  was  a  slightly  increased  incidence 
of  the  disease.  222  cases  being  notified  during  1924,  as  compared 
with  167  during  1923,  the  principal  increase  taking  place  during 
the  last  2  quarters,  67  and  71  cases  respectively  being  notified 
in  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  of  the  year  as  compared  with 
38  and  49  in  the  corresponding  quarters  of  1923. 
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28  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Cheslyn 
Hay. 

There  were  5  deaths  from  the  disease,  the  case  mortality 
being  0  02%. 

CHICKEN-POX. — Chicken-pox  continued  as  a  notifiable  disease 
until  the  end  of  October,  there  being  a  marked  decline  in  the 
incidence  during  August  and  September.  During  the  ten  months, 
565  cases  were  notified. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA.— During  the  year  9  cases  of 
this  disease  were  notified,  and  there  were  4  deaths.  All  but  one 
of  the  others  appear  to  have  made  a  good  recovery. 

OTHER  CAUSES  OF  Illness. — During  the  third  quarter  of  the 
year,  there  was  widespread  prevalence  of  Sore  Throat  of  a  simple 
type;  very  many  swabs  were  examined  for  the  Diphtheria  Bac¬ 
illus  but  all  were  returned  as  negative.  In  view  of  the  prevalence 
of  Diphtheria  in  the  Bloxwich  and  Leamore  Wards,  this  was 
rather  interesting,  as  this  prevalence  of  Tonsillitis  appeared  to 
be  more  or  less  limited  to  Paddock,  Bridge  and  Caldmore  Wards, 
The  wet  and  sunless  weather  of  1924,  has  much  to  answer  for. 

During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  Mumps  was  very  pre¬ 
valent  in  certain  schools  of  the  Borough. 

HEALTH  WEEK. 

A  combined  Education,  Health  and  Baby  Week  was  held 
in  October,  in  the  Town  and  Temperance  Halls.  Baby  Week 
occupied  the  earlier  part  of  the  week  and  was  as  successful  as 
ever,  there  being,  as  usual,  many  fine  babies  entered  for  the 
various  classes.  A  new  feature  was  a  competition  open  to 
Mothers  attending  the  Welfare  Centres,  for  the  Best  Meal  (suffici¬ 
ent  for  four  people),  the  total  cost  of  which  was  not  to  exceed 
l/6d.  attention  being  paid  to  the  food  value,  appearance  and 
and  quantity.  There  were  many  splendid  entries  and  the  judges 
had  no  easy  task  in  making  their  awards. 
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At  the  Education  Exhibiton,  a  Health  Section  was  formed, 
when  there  were  exhibited  numerous  charts  designed  to  show  (a) 
the  Infantile  Mortality  and  General  Death  Rates  in  each  ward 
of  the  Borough,  (b)  the  decline  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rates 
during  the  last  thirty  years,  (c)  the  Death  Rates  from  Pneumonia, 
Tuberculosis  and  Bronchitis.  These  charts  aroused  much  interest 
and  formed  the  subject  of  short  addresses  to  the  public.  Various 
models  and  charts  were  also  exhibited  to  illustrate  the  work  of 
the  School  Medical  and  Dental  Services.  On  two  evenings  of 
the  week,  the  film  “The  Gift  of  Life,”  under  the  auspices  of  the 
National  Council  for  combating  Venereal  Disease  was  shown  to 
fairly  large  audiences.

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VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

This  work  is  undertaken  at  the  Walsall  General  Hospital  under 
an  agreement  with  the  Town  Council,  Dr.  A.  M.  Stuart  being  the 
Medical  Officer  of  this  Department. 

Evening  Clinics  for  Males  are  held  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 
and  an  afternoon  Clinic  for  Females  on  Thursdays  weekly. 
Provision  is  made  for  cases  to  remain  in  the  Hospital  over-night, 
if  necessary,  after  injections, 

A  Special  Clinic  on  Wednesday  afternoon  is  reserved  for 
cases  requiring  injection. 

Facilities  are  afforded  for  irrigation  of  cases  of  Gonorrhoea 
daily.  A  male  and  female  nurse  are  engaged  for  this  purpose. 

Examinations  of  specimens  are  undertaken  for  Gonococci  by 
Dr.  Stuart,  for  other  kinds,  at  the  Birmingham  University. 

Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  women  and  girls  suffering 
from  venereal  diseases  in  the  Borough  can  be  received  into  the 
Cleveland  House,  Wolverhampton,  for  treatment. 

These  cases  arise  generally  in  connection  with  rescue  work  ; 
cases  at  the  Walsall  General  Hospital  requiring  a  lengthy  in-patient 
stay  may  also  be  transferred  to  Cleveland  House. 

The  arrangement  provides  the  requisite  treatment  and  nursing, 
and  it  includes  expectant  mothers  and  lying-in  cases.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

During  the  year  there  were  2,356  births  (2,288  legitimate  and 
i  68  illegitimate).  There  were  184  deaths  of  Infants  under  one 
I  year,  of  whom  7  were  illegitimate. 

The  Mortality  Rate  of  legitimate  births  per  1,000  births  was 
i  77'36  whilst  that  of  illegitimate  births  was  102*94,  giving  a  total 
i  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  per  1,000  births  of  78  09,  as  compared 
f  with  a  rate  of  93  93  for  1923.  This  is  the  lowest  Infantile 
v  Mortality  Rate  ever  recorded  in  Walsall.  For  the  first  time  on 
)  record  our  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  closely  approaches  that  for 
1  the  whole  country — 75,  and  for  the  first  time  is  our  rate  less  than 
i  that  for  the  105  great  towns  of  England  and  Wales — £0.  This 
;  great  reduction  took  place  entirely  during  the  second  half  of  the 
|  year,  and  is  in  part  due  to  the  cool  summer  and  to  the  mildness 
<  of  the  early  winter  months.  For  the  first  two  quarters  of  the 
^  year,  our  Infantile  Mortality  was  99  per  1,000  births,  for  the  third 
j  quarter  53,  and  for  the  last  quarer  65. 

There  were  only  13  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis 
throughout  the  whole  year.  Prematurity  on  the  other  hand  ac¬ 
counted  for  57  deaths  or  30'9%  of  the  total  infantile  deaths  in 
1924,  a  slight  increase  on  1923  when  there  where  59  deaths  from 
this  cause  or  26'8%  of  the  total.  As  I  stated  in  my  report  for 
last  year  these  figures  contrast  very  unfavourably  with  those  of 
20  years  ago,  when  the  average  number  of  children  dying  from 
Prematurity  only  accounted  for  from  9% — 13%  of  the  total  Infant¬ 
ile  deaths. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  for  the  past  year  has  been  particu¬ 
larly  high,  the  death  rate  amongst  mothers  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  and 
other  accidents  or  diseases  connected  with  Child  Birth  being  5*9 
per  1,000  births  as  against  1*7  in  1923. 

This  year  again  Caldmore  has  the  lowest  Infantile  Mortality 
with  64‘22  per  1,000  births,  Bloxwich  comes  next  with  72'24, 
Hatherton  being  at  the  other  end  of  the  scale  with  an  Infantile 
Mortality  of  97*85. 
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Whilst  59  babies  died  under  the  age  of  one  week,  103 
babies  died  within  the  first  month  or  55'9%  as  compared  with 
72  babies  within  one  week  and  106  or  4 8 '  1  %  dying  within  the 
first  month  in  1923. 


NURSING  SERVICES. 

In  November  the  Nursing  Services  of  the  Town  were  success¬ 
fully  co-ordinated,  each  Nurse  now  being  responsible  for  all  the 
work  in  her  own  district,  her  duties  as  enumerated  in  the  scheme 
being  as  follows:  — 

1.  Routine  visiting  of  Births  notified. 

2.  ,,  ,,  ,,  Children  from  1  to  5  years. 

3.  Attendance  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  and  the  Home 
Visiting  of  children  in  her  district  who  are  attending  the  Centre. 

4.  Visiting  expectant  mothers. 

5.  Visiting  and  treating,  if  required,  cases  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum. 

6.  School  visiting  and  attendance  at  Medical  Inspections  in 
the  schools. 

7.  Following  up  cases  after  such  Medical  Inspection  by 
visits  to  the  Homes. 

8.  Routine  visiting  of  Tuberculosis  patients. 

9.  Visits  in  connection  with  outbreaks  of  non-notifiable 
infectious  disease,  if  required  to  do  so  by  the  Health  Committee. 

This  co-ordination  of  work  when  once  fully  established 
should  make  for  greater  efficiency  and  should  result  in  much 
more  home  visiting  being  done.  As  the  Nurse  will  now  be  able 
to  follow  children  from  their  birth,  through  their  early  childhood 
right  on  to  the  end  of  its  schooldavs,  she  should  become  more 
than  ever  the  true  guide  and  counsellor  of  the  mothers  in  her 
district. 
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INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 


i  During  the  year  1,443  new  babies  were  registered  at  the  three 
•Welfare  Centres  and  12,086  attendances  were  made.  There  has 
(undoubtedly  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  toddlers  attend¬ 
ing  the  Centres  since  the  co-ordinated  Nursing  Scheme  came 
linto  operation,  and  this  is  all  to  the  good.  Although  it  has  been 
/found  impossible  to  open  up  an  Ante-Natal  Centre,  there  has 
(been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  expectant  Mothers  coming 
dip  for  advice. 

Details  of  the  work  of  the  Centres  as  well  as  of  the  work  of 
the  Health  Visitors  are  given  in  the  following  Tables.

No  long  tubed  bottles  were  found  in  use. 

18  infants  died  before  being  re-visited,  and  26  had  left  the 
Borough. 

Mrs.  Saunders,  Inspector  of  Midwives  and  Superintendent  of 
Health  Visitors  in  reporting  upon  this  aspect  of  Child  Welfare 
work  submits  the  following  observations: — 

“You  will  note  that  about  40%  of  the  infants  have  been 
weaned,  or  partly  weaned  when  first  re-visited. 

I  find  that  in  many  cases  infants  are  weaned  during  the 
first  few  weeks  of  life  without  any  real  necessity  for  this  course, 
and  the  pretexts  given  are  very  frequently  most  unsatisfactory. 

Propaganda  work  is  now  being  undertaken  with  the  view  of 
impressing  on  the  Midwives  the  importance  of  breast  feeding. 

I  think  that  it  is  important  that  “Mothers”  should  at  least 
have  made  three  attendances  at  the  Welfare  Centres  before  being 
allowed  free  milk  or  dried  milk  at  cost  price,  (except  in  urgent 
cases).  There  is  a  tendency  for  women  to  attend  the  Clinics 
just  for  what  they  can  get,  and  I  find  that  they  only  attend  when 
the  milk  ticket  requires  renewing. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  of  the  26  cases  of  Ophthalmia 
notified  only  one  resulted  in  partial  blindness  in  one  eye — this 
infant  has  since  died  from  another  cause.  Since  the  introduction 
of  Collosol  Argentum  for  the  use  of  Midwives  in  their  practice, 
the  cases  have  decreased  in  number  and  severity,  the  majority 
of  cases  notified  last  year  were  of  a  very  mild  type.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  stillbirths  notified  by  Midwives  were  24,  out  of  which 
number  15  were  ‘‘macerated”.  Out  of  the  47  cases  of  Stillbirth 
notified  by  doctors,  31  were  instrumental. 

The  fortnightly  meetings  of  the  Midwives  Association  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  well  attended,  and  the  talks  given  are  appreciated 
by  all.  I  am  trying  to  get  all  Midwives  to  keep  an  ante-natal 
register  and  to  send  any  of  their  patients  needing  special  advice 
or  help  to  Ablewell  Street  Centre,  this  will  be  the  means  of 
making  the  Centre  known  to  expectant  mothers.”

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notifications  (Table  1.) 

There  has  again  to  be  recorded  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
notifications  of  the  Respiratory  Form  of  the  disease,  169  fresh 
cases  having  been  notified  on  Form  A,  as  against  194  in  1923. 
On  the  other  hand  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the 
notifications  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  68  cases  being 
notified  as  against  59  in  1923. 

That  notification  is  far  from  complete  is  evidenced  from  the 
number  of  cases  that  first  come  under  notice,  either  a  few  weeks 
before  death  or  after  death  has  taken  place.  Last  year  I  recorded 
that  there  was  some  improvement  following  the  sending  of  a 
Circular  Letter  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  all  General  Prac¬ 
titioners.  I  regret,  however,  to  have  to  state  that  this  improvement 
has  proved  to  be  of  a  very  transitory  nature.

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Mortality  (Table  II). 

I  have  again  to  record  a  decrease  in  the  mortality  from  the 
disease,  that  the  satisfactory  position  reached  in  1923  has  been 
maintained  is  gratifying.  91  deaths  were  recorded  as  being  due  to 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  in  1924,  as  against  93  in  1923,  and  24 
deaths  in  1924,  the  same  as  in  1923.  The  Death  Rate  for  all  forms 
of  the  disease  for  1924  is  1'13  per  1,000  living  as  against  1T4  in  1923, 
and  for  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  0‘89,  as  against  0*91  in  1923.

Of  the  total  deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  following  table,  no  less  than  23  were  either  not  noti¬ 
fied  at  all,  or  were  notified  only  a  few  weeks  before  death,  whilst 
out  of  a  total  of  24  deaths  from  other  forms  of  the  disease,  no  less 
than  21  were  either  not  notified  at  all,  or  only  a  few  weeks 
before  death. 

This  position  of  affairs  does  not  reflect  credit  upon  the 
Medical  Men  of  the  town,  the  regulations  regarding  the  notification 
of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  clear  and  simple,  and  from  enquiries 
made  there  appears  to  be  no  adequate  reason  why  notification  is  not 


carried  out  in  a  more  efficient  manner.

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During  the  year,  the  Dispensary  has  been  open  as  formerly  on 
each  day  of  the  week,  and  one  Nurse  always  in  attendance  for 
dealing  with  Surgical  Dressings,  of  which  1,429  were  done,  as 
compared  with  1,033  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  399  persons  who 
were  examined  for  the  first  time  at  the  Dispensary,  177  were  insured 
persons.  Of  the  total.  196  (including  85  insured  persons)  were 
found  to  be  not  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  In  ail  23  ex-service¬ 
men  were  examined  for  the  first  time,  the  majority  at  the  request  of 
the  Ministry  of  Pensions  Tuberculosis  was  excluded  in  11  of 
these,  whilst  others  in  whom  the  diagnosis  was  doubtful,  were 
either  admitted  to  Pelsall  Hall  Sanatorium  for  observation  or  to 
one  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  Hospitals.  No  less  than  168 
examinations  or  re-examinations  were  made  for  the  Ministry  of 
Pensions. 

Domiciliary  Treatment. 

During  the  year  235  insured  persons  received  this  form  of 
treatment  from  their  own  Medical  Attendants.  Reports  on  the 
progress  and  physical  conditions  of  these  patients  should  be  sent 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  by  the  Medical  Men  concerned,  at  the 
end  of  each  quarter. 

Extra  Nourishment. 

32  patients  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer 
were  supplied  with  extra  nourishment,  chiefly  in  the  form  of  milk, 
butter  and  eggs,  at  a  total  cost  of  approximately  £100.  The  Civic 
Guild  of  Help  have  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the  Tuberculosis 
After  Care  Committee  in  carrying  out  any  necessaiy  investigations. 

Surgical  Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  have  had  the  use  of  two 
and  sometimes  three  beds  at  the  Shropshire  Surgical  Hospital, 
Oswestry.  Four  children  have  received  treatment  during  the  year, 
one  case  of  Tuberculous  disease  of  the  Elbow,  one  of  Tuberculous 
Spine,  and  two  of  Tuberculous  Hip  Disease. 
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The  period  of  residential  treatment  necessary  to  secure  satis¬ 
factory  results  is,  as  I  stated  in  my  report  last  year,  of  long  duration. 
1  One  of  our  beds  at  Oswestry  has  been  occupied  by  one  patient 
1  throughout  the  year,  but  the  result  will,  I  am  satisfied,  be  so  good 
1  as  to  justify  the  long  period  of  treatment.

Home  visits. 

During  the  year  the  Nurses  paid  209  first  visits  and  6,669  re¬ 
visits  to  the  home  of  patients.  As  in  former  years  many  serious 
cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  met  with,  and  much  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  devising  ways  whereby  affected  persons 
could  have  suitable  sleeping  accomodation. 

In  only  40  cases  were  patients,  when  first  visited,  found  to 
have  a  separate  bedroom,  in  32  others  a  separate  bed  was  provided 
the  room  being  shared  in  8  cases  by  1  other,  in  19  cases  by  2 
others,  in  4  cases  by  3  others,  and  in  one  case  4  other  persons 
occupied  the  same  bedroom. 

In  54  cases  the  affected  persons  occupied  the  same  bed  as  a 
healthy  member  of  the  family,  in  29  cases  with  2  others,  and  in  9 
cases  3  others  shared  the  same  bed. 
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Beds  and  bedrooms  were  shared  with  other  members  of  the 
;  same  household,  in  16  cases  with  2  others,  in  15  cases  with  3  others, 
ij  in  13  cases  with  4  others,  and  in  1  case  with  5  others. 

!"  In  35  of  the  houses  visited  there  was  no  through  ventilation,  in 

30  cases  the  windows  were  never  open,  whilst  in  20  cases  the 
bedroom  windows  were  kept  shut  all  night.  The  majority  of  the 
H  houses  are  kept  clean,  although  some  bad  cases  are  brought  to  our 
u  notice  where  warnings  have  to  be  given.

PELS  ALL  HALL  SANATORIUM. 

On  January  1st,  1924,  there  were  11  males,  11  females,  and  6 
o  children  under  the  age  of  16  under  treatment. 

During  the  year  52  males,  35  females,  and  20  children  were 
admitted,  and  42  males,  34  females  and  21  children  discharged. 
)  Of  these  1  male,  2  females,  and  3  children  remained  in  residence 
less  than  14  days. 

There  were  7  deaths,  5  males  and  2  females. 

In  21  of  the  male,  and  in  11  of  the  female  cases  Tubercle 
Bacilli  were  found  in  the  sputum. 

12  ex-servicemen,  chargeable  to  the  Ministry  of  Pensions, 
received  treatment  at  the  Sanatorium  during  the  year. 

Of  the  total  admissions,  18  had  previously  received  a  course  of 
Sanatorium  treatment,  18  were  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease, 
32  were  early  cases,  and  18  were  admittedfor  purposes  of  observation 
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Excluding  children  under  the  age  of  16,  17  patients  (1  male  and 
16  females)  did  not  come  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Act.

A  Wireless  Set,  consisting  of  Loud  Speaker  and  Head  Phones, 
fixed  over  each  bed  in  the  Male  Pavilion,  was  installed  early  in 
1924.  The  cost  was  entirely  covered  by  voluntary  subscriptions, 
collected  for  the  most  part  by  the  Matron.  The  outfit  has  been  of 
great  value,  and  has  done  much  to  help  patients,  more  particularly 
those  confined  to  bed,  to  pass  away  a  pleasant  hour. 

The  comforts  of  the  patients  have  been  further  studied  and 
catered  for  by  the  provision  of  a  Combined  Dining  and  Recreation 
Room,  the  old  hall  having  been  renovated,  heated  by  means  of 
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steam  pipes  and  equipped.  Small  dining  tables  have  been 
provided  in  place  of  one  long  table. 

A  Billiard  Table  has  been  installed,  part  of  the  cost  being  met 

by  funds  collected  by  Alderman  C.  C.  Walker,  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

TUBERCULOSIS  AFTER  CARE  COMMITTEE. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  this  Committee  has  gone  on  as 
formerly,  well  attended  meetings  being  held  monthly,  the  members 
taking  a  keen  interest  in  the  work,  keeping  old  patients  under 
observation  by  paying  friendly  visits  to  their  homes  and  reporting 
the  results  of  their  visits  at  the  monthly  meetings. 

The  Income  has  been  approximately  £11,  and  the  expenditure 
£24,  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a  balance  of  £55. 

45  cases  have  received  help  during  the  year  either  in  the 
form  of  money  grants  or  by  the  provision  of  clothing  or  extra 
nourishment.  In  addition  59  cases  have  been  considered  by  this 
Committee  and  help  has  been  obtained  from  other  sources. 

As  in  previous  years,  an  independent  report  as  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  is  made  by  the  Civic  Guild  ol  Help 
before  grants  are  made,  and  we  are  indebted  to  Miss  Elliot 
(Honorary  Secretary)  and  Mrs  Fullaway  (Secretary)  for  the 
valuable  assistance  which  they  have  given  this  Committee,  420 
reports  having  been  submitted  by  them  during  the  year. 

Help  has  been  obtained  from  various  outside  funds  in  some 
cases,  in  others  National  Health  Insurance  has  been  adjusted  by 
payment  of  arrears,  grants  in  kind  have  been  obtained  for  many 
cases  from  the  Mayor’s  Relief  Fund,  and  in  many  cases  clothing 
has  been  obtained  from  interested  friends.  Recommendations  for 
grants  of  milk  from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee 
have  been  made  where  there  has  been  a  young  baby  in  the  house. 
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Grants  of  money  have  been  made  from  the  funds  of  the 
Committee  in  7  cases  at  a  cost  of  £24,  and  milk,  butter  and  eggs 
have  been  supplied  to  39  cases. 

The  After  Care  Committee  now  subscribe  a  sum  of  £2  2s.  to 
Royal  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Birmingham,  the  Out-Patient  tickets 
received  being  fully  utilised.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1924. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Smith  and  Gentlemen, 

We  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Report  of  the  work  of  the 
School  Medical  Service  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1924. 

STAFF. 

The  Medical  Services  of  the  Council  having  been  co-ordinated 
in  the  latter  part  of  1923,  the  School  Medical  work  of  1924,  received 
the  full  benefit  of  the  re-organisation,  as  is  witnessed  by  the  very 
great  increase  in  the  number  of  Inspections,  Routine  and  Special, 
accomplished.  Rather  more  than  the  whole  time  of  one  and  a  half 
Doctors  is  given  to  this  service,  an  undue  proportion  of  the  Council’s 
Medical  Staff.  Early  in  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
was  instructed  by  the  various  Committees  concerned  to  draw  up  a 
scheme  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  Nursing  Services,  and  a  report 
was  accordingly  presented  to  these  Committees  in  April.  At  the 
end  of  March  the  arrangement  between  the  Education  Committee 
and  the  Victoria  Nursing  Institution  which  had  existed  since 
1908,  and  wheieby  the  Nursing  Institution  supplied  the  necessary 
Nurses  for  School  Medical  Work,  came  to  an  end.  It  was  an 
arrangement  which  had  worked  very  satisfactorily,  and  we  would 
take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Lady  Superintendent,  Miss 
Holloway,  for  the  great  interest  she  has  always  taken  in  this  work. 
About  this  time  two  of  the  School  Nurses  resigned,  and  as  the 
co  oidinated  Nursing  Scheme  was  under  consideration,  only  one 
new  Nurse  was  appointed.  As  the  New  Scheme  did  not  come  into 
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active  operation  until  November,  the  work  of  the  Nurses  in  the 
Schools  was  greatly  handicapped.  A  greater  strain,  too,  was  put 
upon  the  remaining  Nurses  by  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  School 
Dentist,  the  whole  time  of  one  Nurse  having  to  be  allocated  to  this 
special  branch.  Consequently  little  time  was  left  to  the  Nurses  for 
their  Routine  School  Inspections  and  the  Home  Visiting  for 
“  Defects.”  Since  November,  however,  much  of  the  leeway  has  been 
made  up,  and  now  all  the  Schools  are  regularly  visited  by  the 
Nurses. 

Under  the  new  scheme  each  Nurse  is  responsible  for  all  the 
health  work  in  her  own  district.  This  comprises  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Work,  and  Tuberculosis  Work  in  addition  to  the 
School  Work.  The  School  Work  comprises,  attendance  at  Medical 
Inspection  in  the  Schools  in  her  own  district,  attendance  at  the 
Treatment  Clinics,  the  Routine  Visiting  of  these  Schools  for  Clean¬ 
liness  etc.  Survey,  and  the  following  up  of  “Defects”  discovered 
during  Inspection,  including  Home  Visiting. 

The  object  of  the  Scheme  not  only  prevents  over-lapping  of 
work,  but  also  gives  the  Nurse  more  varied  and  more  interesting 
work.  She  is  now  able  to  follow  the  child  from  its  birth  through 
the  Child  Welfare  Centres,  right  to  the  end  of  its  school  days. 
She  should  become  the  Counsellor  and  guide  to  the  Mother. 
There  is  no  reason  why  the  Scheme  should  not  be  a  complete 
success,  much  of  that  success  however  depends  upon  the  individual 
Nurse,  and  upon  the  ability,  perseverance,  and  human  touch  she 
brings  to  bear  upon  her  work. 

Mr.  Groves  L.  D.  S.  who  had  acted  as  part  time  Dentist  since 
the  School  Dental  Service  was  inaugurated  in  1916,  resigned  on 
March  31st.  He  was  a  most  pleasant  and  painstaking  colleague 
and  took  a  very  keen  interest  in  his  work.  It  is  with  great 
regret  that  one  records  his  death  shortly  afterwards.  Mr.  Groves 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  W.  C.  Griffiths  L.  D.  S.  who  took  up  his 
appointment  as  a  full  time  Dentist  on  April  1st. 
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SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

Some  of  the  older  schools  are  far  from  satisfactory  as  regards 
Hygiene.  For  some  years  now  little  has  been  done  to  improve 
these  Hygienic  conditions,  and  the  schools  remain  badly  lighted 
and  ill  ventilated.  We  hope  however  that  this  will  be  the  last 
year  that  this  complaint  will  be  made  for  there  are  definite  indica¬ 
tions  that  these  old  schools  will  be  replaced  in  the  near  future 
by  new  and  model  schools. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  6,617  children  were  subjected  to  routine  medical 
inspection.  This  was  the  first  year  that  all  the  children  in  the 
three  age  groups  were  examined. 

In  addition  to  these  routine  inspections  there  were  550  special 
inspections  and  1,133  re-inspections.  The  latter  figure  includes 
certain  children  who  were  found  to  have  defects  at  the  routine 
medical  inspections,  and  were  re-inspected  after  a  few  weeks  to 
see  if  they  had  had  the  treatment  advised.  In  addition  to  it  being 
the  first  year  when  all  the  age  groups  were  examined  it  was  also 
-the  first  year  when  any  re-inspections  were  undertaken.  This 
marks  a  definite  step  forward  in  the  work. 

CO  OPERATION  OF  PARENTS  AND  TEACHERS- 

There  is  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  parents  who  attend 
at  routine  medical  inspections,  and  one  feels  that  there  is  definite 
appreciation  of  the  service. 

The  teachers  also  render  excellent  help  by  entering  on  the 
record  cards  particulars  as  to  height,  weight  etc.,  in  addition  they 
are  constantly  sending  children  to  the  clinics  whom  they  consider 
require  special  medical  supervision.  An  observant  teacher  can  be 
of  great  help  to  the  school  Doctor. 

One  might  mention  here  the  co-operation  of  the  Attendance 
Officers  and  their  help  in  bringing  to  light  “  Chronic  Absentees. ” 
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FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

37‘6%  of  the  children  examined  were  found  to  require  treatment 
for  one  or  more  defects. 

The  great  majority  of  these  defects  are  fortunately  “  Minor 
Defects/’  but  nevertheless  they  must  not  be  neglected. 

Amongst  the  more  serious  defects  one  might  mention  defective 
vision  for  which  379  children  required  treatment,  enlarged  tonsils 
and  adenoids  for  which  174  children  required  treatment,  and 
bronchitis — 91  children  requiring  treatment. 

UNCLEANLINESS. 

There  are  still  to  many  cases  of  uncleanliness  in  the  Schools. 
One  is  pleased  to  report  that  cases  of  body  vermin  on  school 
children  are  very  much  fewer  in  number  than  a  few  years  ago,  but 
there  are  still  some  and  invariably  it  is  the  same  families  which  are 
defaulters. 

“  Dirty  Heads  ”  are  still  with  us  in  large  numbers,  such  a 
condition  leads  in  many  cases  to  adenitis,  impetigo,  and  general 
ill  health. 

A  certain  number  of  parents  pay  no  attention  to  the  cleansing 
notices  they  receive.  In  such  cases  the  only  course  is  to  take  legal 
pioceedings,  This  is  done  in  two  ways,  either  by  reporting  the 
case  to  the  Inspector  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  or  by  excluding  the  child 
from  school  and  then  prosecuting  under  the  Attendance  Bye 
Laws,  We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  that  a  visit  from  the 
Inspector  or  a  warning  from  the  Attendance  Officer  have  usually 
been  sufficient- 

We  should  like  to  say  here  that  this  is  not  the  only  help  given 
to  the  School  Medical  Service  by  the  Inspector  of  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
Parents  who  have  objections  to  their  children’s  teeth  being  attended 
to,  to  the  removal  of  large  tonsils  and  adenoids  or  the  wearing  of 
glasses  are  referred  to  him, 
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THE  WORK  OF  FOLLOWING  UP, 

Medical  Inspection  without  “  Following-up  ”  would  be  a  failure, 
All  defects  found  at  the  routine  inspections  are  notified  to  the 
parents  in  writing,  they  are  then  at  liberty  to  obtain  the  necessary 
treatment  either  from  their  private  Doctor  or  from  the  Clinic. 
“Following-up”  consists  in  seeing  that  this  treatment  is  obtained, 
and  is  essentially  a  great  part  of  the  School  Nurses  Work, 
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The  Children’s  After  Care  Committee  gives  valuable  assistance 
in  the  provision  of  boots  and  clothing,  glasses,  surgical  boots,  etc., 
while  the  Children’s  Country  Holiday  Fund  provides  holidays  for 
many  delicate  children  who  would  not  otherwise  have  a  holiday. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 


Minor  ailments  constitute  by  far  the  greater  number  of  cases 
attending  the  school  clinics.  The  term  “minor  ailment”  may  be 
held  to  include  the  treatment  of  minor  defects  of  the  skin  such  as 
I  impetigo,  ringworm,  scabies  and  other  similar  skin  complaints, 
minor  diseases  of  the  conjunctiva  and  eyelids,  such  as  conjuntivitis, 
and  blepharitis,  conditions  of  the  ear  such  as  otitis  externa  and 
diseases  of  the  meatus;  enlarged  tonsils  which  yield  to  local 
;  application  of  suitable  drugs;  minor  injuries;  and  trivial  ailments 
such  as  septic  sores,  bruises  etc. 


In  addition  to  these  minor  ailments  there  are  some  major 
ailments  such  as  chorea,  epilepsy,  rheumatism  etc.  Many  of  these 
cases  have  been  discovered  by  the  School  Nurse  or  the  School 
Medical  officer  during  his  routine  inspections,  and  the  parents 
naturally  prefer  the  School  Medical  Service  to  carry  out  the 
treatment. 


It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  decide  where  to  draw  the  line,  to  say 
which  cases  shall  and  which  shall  not  be  treated  at  the  Clinics. 
The  economic  conditions  of  to-day  make  the  problem  more  difficult 
because  so  many  have  not  got  the  necessary  money  to  go  to  their 
private  Doctor. 
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During  the  last  two  months  of  the  year  the  work  at  the  School 
Clinics  grew  to  a  very  great  extent;  the  number  of  children  attending 
was  so  great  that  the  scanty  waiting  room  accommodation  became 
quite  inadequate  and  the  extraordinary  over-crowding  that  took 
place  was  not  conducive  to  satisfactory  work,  nor  was  it  in  the 
interests  of  the  children  themselves.  Three  Nurses  have  had  to  be 
allocated  to  do  work  previously  accomplished  by  one.  Extra  sessions 
had  also  to  be  opened.  Much  of  this  extra  work  was  due  to  the 
prevalence  of  Influenza,  Sore  Throats,  and  Mumps. 

A  special  report  was  presented  to  the  School  Management 
Sub-Committe  at  their  November  meeting,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  very  soon  an  extra  treatment  Clinic  will  be  establised  in 
Walsall,  and  that  the  Field  Street  Clinic  will  be  transferred  to  a 
more  convenient  building. 

During  the  year  26,642  attendances  were  recorded  at  Bradford 
Street  Clinic  and  4,876  at  Field  Street  Clinic. 

DEFECTIVE  VISION. 

412  children  received  treatment  for  defective  vision  at  the  Clinic 
and  of  these  389  required  glasses.  There  is  still  a  good  deal  of 
opposition  on  the  part  of  many  parents  to  their  children  wearing 
glasses,  “they  object  to  the  look  of  them”  once  broken  they  are 
dilatory  in  getting  them  mended.  One  might  mention  here  the 
case  of  a  boy  who  was  found  wearing  a  pair  of  spectacles  which 
he  had  purchased  for  6d.  from  a  local  store. 

ENLARGED  TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

During  the  year  218  cases  were  referred  to  the  Hospital  for 
operative  treatment.  Arrangements  have  been  made  this  year  for 
the  children  to  be  removed  by  ambulance  to  their  homes. 

It  is  necessary  to  repeat  here  that  operative  treatment  for  the 
removal  of  these  growths  is  not  advised  unless  they  are  causing  or 
are  likely  to  cause  injury  to  the  child’s  health. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  special  note  was  made  of  the  presence  of  Goitre  in  all 
leavers  examined  at  routine  inspection.  The  number  of  children 
examined  was  1,995,  and  the  number  in  whom  “  the  thyroid  was 
sufficiently  enlarged  for  the  increase  in  the  size  of  the  neck  to  be 
noticed  on  casual  inspection  ”  was  127. 

CRIPPLED  CHILDREN, 

No  special  arrangements  have  been  made  in  this  area  for  the 
treatment  of  Crippled  Children.  The  local  Education  Authority 
this  year  increased  their  annual  subscription  to  the  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Birmingham,  to  10  guineas  which  entitles  us  to  40  Hospital 
Notes.  All  these  notes  are  quickly  used  up.  A  journey  into 
Birmingham  is  necessary  however  each  time  a  child  requires  to  be 
seen  by  the  Orthopaedic  Specialist,  and  this  cannot  be  considered 
an  altogether  satisfactory  arrangement,  Further,  no  arrangements 
are  made  locally  for  the  Electrical  or  Massage  Treatment  so 
essential  for  many  of  oitr  crippled  children. 

We  consider  that  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  arrangements 
should  be  made  locally  for  carrying  out  much  of  this  routine  treat¬ 
ment  by  a  skilled  masseuse,  this  coulc  be  done  either  at  the  School 
Clinic  or  in  connection  with  existing  institutions.  Further  arrange¬ 
ments  should  be  made  for  regular  visits  to  be  paid  to  such  Clinics 
by  an  Orthopaedic  Surgeon, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES, 

During  the  year  we  have  had  much  Infectious  Disease  in  the 
Borough,  the  most  ^rious  of  which  has  been  an  epidemic  of 
Diphtheria,  confined  very  largely  to  Bloxwich  and  Leamore  Wards, 
At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  Health  Department  have  so  many 
cases  (364)  been  notified  in  a  year. 

All  cases  of  notifiable  disease  and  all  contacts  of  school  age 
are  excluded  through  the  Health  Department  and  information  sent 
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to  the  School  Medical  Department,  None  of  these  cases  are  re¬ 
admitted  to  school  again  until  declared  free  from  infection  by  the 
Health  Department,  this  in  the  case  of  Diphtheria  means  the 
obtaining  of  a  negative  swab, 

DIPHTHERIA  During  the  first  four  months  of  the  year,  the 
notification  rate  of  this  disease  was  normal.  During  the  month  of 
May  however,  13  cases  were  notified,  the  children  in  9  of  the 
families  attending  St.  Peter’s  Roman  Catholic  School.  The  school 
was  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  “carrier”  was 
detected  and  excluded,  after  which  the  outbreak  appeared  to  cease, 
there  being  no  further  cases  from  this  particular  school  for  some 
weeks.  In  the  last  week  of  June  there  was  a  further  outbreak,  Elmore 
Green  School  being  principally  involved,  gradually  spreading  during 
July  and  August.  Frequent  visits  were  paid  to  the  Schools  by  the 
Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs,  and  we  have  to  acknowledge  the  great 
help  rendered  by  the  Nurses  in  examining  and  swabbing  the  throats 
of  suspicious  cases  and  of  contacts  The  epidemic  was  but  little 
abated  at  the  end  of  the  year 

During  the  autumn  and  Xmas  Holidays,  in  order  that  parents 
might  have  every  opportunity  of  obtaining  advice  for  their  children, 
the  School  Clinics  both  at  Bloxwich  and  in  Walsall  were  kept  open. 
The  parents,  however,  did  not  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities 
afforded  them,  for  the  attendances  at  the  Bloxwich  Clinic  fell  from 
an  average  attendance  of  50  to  60  per  session  to  an  average  of  4, 
and  at  Walsall  from  a  daily  average  of  160  to  less  than  20.  In 
future  one  will  hesitate  to  open  the  Field  Street  Clinic  during  School 
holidays.  It  was  our  experience  too  that  there  was  a  definite 
increase  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease  during  and  after  holiday 
times.  Parents  were  not  so  careful  as  they  might  have  been  and 
there  were  numerous  cases  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Department  of  failure  to  send  for  medical  advice  in  good  time  and 
also  of  healthy  children  being  allowed  to  visit  their  sick  friends. 
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SCARLET  Fever — During  the  year  222  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
were  notified  to  the  Health  Department.  For  the  most  part  the 
cases  were  of  a  particularly  mild  type,  and  complications  were  very 
few. 

Other  Infectious  Diseases — Chicken  Pox  was  prevalent 
during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  and  again  during  the  last  two 
months  of  the  year.  Simple  tonsillitis  and  influenza  of  a  mild 
character  were  very  prevalent  during  the  third  quarter  and  Mumps 
towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 


OPEN-AIR  SCHOOL. 

The  general  improvement  in  the  health  and  vitality  of  the 
scholars  has  been  well  maintained.  Although  we  have  in  the 
school  a  few  pre-tubercular  children  whose  progress  has  been 
somewhat  slower  than  that  of  the  other  cases  admitted,  the  average 
gains  in  height  and  weight  (as  shown  by  the  monthly  records)  have 
been  very  satisfactory.

The  rate  of  transfer  to  ordinary  schools  has  been  as  rapid  as 
seemed  consistent  with  obtaining  a  definite  improvement  in  the 
health  of  each  child  before  moving  it  back  to  its  own  school. 

The  number  of  children  who  returned  to  the  ordinary  schools 
within  the  year  was  65.  As  however,  9  left  from  other  causes  (7 
being  exempt  by  age)  the  number  of  new  scholars  admitted  was 
74.  This  may  be  regarded  as  a  very  satisfactory  number  of  new 
admissions  in  a  school  which  accommodates  only  60  children. 

MEALS,  &C. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  dinner  menus  during 
the  year  in  order  to  improve  the  balance  and  standard  of  the  dietary. 
Some  extension  of  the  cooking  arrangements  is  required,  however 
before  a  sufficient  amount  of  fruit  and  green  vegetables  can  be 
included  to  ensure  a  good  vitamin  supply. 

Emulsion  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  has  been  given  to  the  children  daily 
through  the  winter  months,  and  has  proved  beneficial. 

The  attendance  during  the  most  trying  weather,  and  during 
epidemics  has  been  better  on  many  occasions  than  that  of  the 
ordinary  schools.  This  seems  to  indicate  that  the  fresh  air, 
suitable  food,  and  other  treatment  are  having  the  desired  results. 

MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Civic  Guild  of  Help  the  Voluntary 
Committee  for  the  Care  of  the  Mentally  Defective  opened  an 
Occupation  Centre  ctt  the  School  Clinic,  Bradford  Street,  April  1st, 
1924. 

Sixteen  pupils  are  enrolled  with  an  average  attendance  of  12 
(girls  only).  The  Centre  is  opened  for  three  afternoons  weekly  and 
in  addition  instruction  is  given  on  two  afternoons  to  a  group  of 
defectives  who  live  at  Leamore,  too  far  for  them  to  travel  to  the 
Centre. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  open  the  Centre  for  two 
afternoons  weekly  for  boys  and  later  on  an  Occupation  Centre  at 
Bloxwich  is  desired. 
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Girls  are  taught  raffia  work,  rug  making,  singing,  drill, 
|  eurythmics,  and  simple  domestic  duties.  Considerable  improvement 
,i  has  taken  place  in  the  mental  and  physical  condition  of  the  pupils 
I  since  the  opening  of  the  Centre. 

A  grant  is  made  by  the  Local  Authority  of  75%  of  the  cost,  and 
1  25%  is  guaranteed  by  the  Guild  of  Help. 


The  Education  Authorites  have  granted  the  free  use  of  a  room 
at  the  School  Clinic,  and  have  been  most  helpful.  A  considerable 
part  of  the  equipment  was  provided  by  members  of  the  committee 
and  others  interested  in  the  training  of  mental  defectives  and  a 
Piano  has  also  been  purchased. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Heath  is  responsible  for  the  medical 
i  inspection  of  the  pupils. 


Mrs.  Whitehouse  was  appointed  Supervisor  and  her  work  with 
the  defectives  has  been  most  successful. 


DENTAL  REPORT, 

Mr.  Griffiths  in  reporting  on  the  work  of  the  Dental  Clinic 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1924,  writes: — 

“I  took  over  my  duties  on  April  1st,  on  my  appointment  in 
succession  to  the  late  Mr.  H.  N.  Grove,  and  found  the  Dental 
|  Clinic  well  equipped. 

Some  modifications  in  organisation  consequent  upon  the 
change  to  a  whole  time  clinic  have  made  for  greater  efficiency, 
but  the  system  is  substantially  the  same  as  obtained  in  previous 
!  years. 

The  examinations  of  the  age  group  six  to  eight  years  reveals 
I  the  fact  that  over  ninety  per  cent  require  treatment  in  some 
degree,  mostly  in  the  extraction  or  filling  of  decayed  milk  molars. 
1  In  about  ten  per  cent  of  cases  even  at  this  age  the  first  permanent 
molars  require  attention,  by  filling. 

This  all  points  to  the  need  of  educating  their  parents  as  to 
j  the  importance  of  “clean  teeth  at  bedtime”. 
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Leaflets  containing  admirable  notes  on  dental  hygiene 
propaganda  have  been  distributed  to  the  teachers  through  whose 
influence,  if  consistently  exerted,  we  may  hope  for  marked 
improvement  in  the  elder  children. 

At  present  children  are  treated  from  the  age  group  6  to  8 
years  until  they  leave  school.  I  feel  that  we  should  do  better  to 
concentrate  on  the  young  ones,  so  that  we  can  start  all  of  them 
right,  and  leave  out  the  eldest  ones,  except  for  urgent  cases, 
when,  of  course,  all  without  distinction  of  age  or  school  can  attend. 

This  would  mean  that  we  should  treat  each  school  more  often 
and  would  bring  me  into  more  frequent  contact  with  the  parents 
of  the  younger  children. 

It  is  chiefly  from  these  parents  that  objection  to  treatment 
comes,  and  direct  explanation  of  dental  matters  will  probably 
reduce  the  number  of  objections. 

The  behaviour  of  the  children  during  dental  operations  is 
surprisingly  good  in  the  majority  of  cases,  and  the  dental  clinic 
is  undoubtedly  appreciated  by  those  parents  and  children  who 
attend. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  real  appreciation 
of  the  very  efficient  and  zealous  assistance  always  rendered  me 
by  the  Dental  Nurse”

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DRINKING  WATER. 

In  the  year,  3  samples  of  South  Staffordshire  water  and  5 
samples  of  well  water  were  obtained  and  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  at  Birmingham  University.  In  3  cases  the 
wells  were  closed  and  South  Staffordshire  water  provided  for  use 
for  8  houses. 


DRAIN  TESTS. 

173  drain  tests  were  made,  114  being  in  connection  with  houses 
where  infectious  disease  or  other  illness  had  occured,  24  where 
nuisances  were  alleged,  23  in  rat  infested  premises,  2  on  appli¬ 
cation  for  sanitary  certificate,  and  10  for  testing  relayed  drains, 
the  number  of  premises  involved  being  614  houses,  8  elementary 
schools,  5  factories  and  1  chapel. 

In  122  of  the  tests,  smoke  was  the  agent  used,  in  40,  drain 
grenades  served,  and  in  11  cases,  coloured  water  was  applied. 

In  3  cases  drains  were  opened  for  examination  under  Section 
41  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 

254  defects  were  found  as  the  result  of  drain  testing. 


NOTICES  UNDER  SECTION  36,  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT- 
INSUFFICIENT  WATER  CLOSETS  AND  ASHPITS. 

It  was  necessary  for  the  Borough  Surveyor  to  supply  92 
ashbins  to  dwellinghouses  where  owners  had  made  default  in 
complying  with  notice,  at  the  owner’s  expense.

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ADULTERATED  SAMPLES. 

The  only  articles  certified  as  adulterated  were  9  samples  of 
milk  and  1  of  cream.  The  milk  samples  reported  against  equalled 
8T%  of  the  total  milk  samples. 

Administrative  action,  relative  to  those  reported  against,  viz: — 
Milk  sample  No.  49,  3rd  March,  1924,  was  10%  deficient  in  cream. 

The  Health  Committee  accepted  the  explan¬ 
ation  given  by  the  Dairyman. 

Cream  sample  No.  74,  9th  April,  1924,  was  Preserved  Cream  and 

contained  143%  of  Boric  Acid.  The  vendor 
was  cautioned  and  advised  re  use  of  label. 

Milk  sample  No.  102,  16th  May,  1924,  was  8*3%  deficient  in  cream. 

Vendor  cautioned  by  letter. 

Milk  sample  No.  134,  22nd  July,  1924,  was  3*33%  deficient  in  cream, 

This  was  a  sterilized  milk.  The  wholesaler 
was  informed,  who  afterwards  stated  that  he 
had  made  an  investigation  as  to  the  quality 
of  milk  received  at  the  Sterilizing  works,  and 
had  terminated  his  contract  with  one  of  the 
farmers.  Samples  taken  at  a  later  date  from 
same  firm  were  very  satisfactory. 

The  remaining  5  samples  were  from  the  same  supply,  obtained 
at  a  farm  outside  the  Borough,  viz:  — 

On  May  3rd,  No.  91,  from  a  shopkeeper,  contained  3*5%  of  added 
water;  on  May  16th,  No.  97,  from  a  dairyman,  contained  4*7%  of 
added  water,  and  later  on  the  same  day  No.  103,  from  a  shopkeeper, 
contained  1‘1%  of  added  water. 

On  June  13th,  sample  119,  from  a  shopkeeper,  contained  ‘94% 
added  water;  on  July  22nd,  sample  131  from  a  dairyman  contained 
8*82%  of  added  water.  The  day  following  (July  23rd),  I  saw  the 
dairyman  at  the  farm  receive  2  churns  of  milk,  and  took  a  sample 
from  each,  one,  No.  140  contained  670%  of  added  water,  and  the 
other  was  genuine. 
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This  supply  of  milk  and  the  persons  handling  it  are  still  under 
observation. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919, 

w 

Close  attention  has  been  given  to  all  cases  of  rat  or  mice 
i  infestation  coming  to  our  notice  during  the  year.  In  many  instances 
(the  trouble  has  been  largely  due  to  defective  drains  or  defective 
structures  affording  cover  for  rats  near  premises  where  food  was 
ji:  readily  obtained. 


A  special  effort  was  made  in  preparation  for  National  Rat 
Week  commencing  November  3rd,  1924.  Prior  to  that  date  circular 
letters  were  sent  to  butchers,  grocers,  farmers,  corn  merchants, 
fishmongers,  and  other  persons,  calling  attention  to  National  Rat 
Week,  and  asking  their  co-operation  for  rat  and  mice  extermination. 
Local  chemists  were  communicated  with  and  they  made  special 
display  of  rat  poisons,  & c.  Copies  of  barium  carbonate  recipes 
recommended  for  use  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  were  sent  to 
retail  chemists  and  a  considerable  quantity  was  made  up. 


Secretaries  of  allotments  were  written  to  and  they  in  turn  gave 
prominence  to  measures  suggested  for  rat  extermination. 


The  general  public  were  notified  by  advertisements  in  the 
“Walsall  Observer”  and  by  attractive  posters  throughout  the 
Borough.  About  4,000  baits  of  barium  carbonate  and  6,000  baits  of 
other  poison  material  were  prepared  and  used  in  sewer  manholes 
and  allotments,  sewage  disposal  works,  business  premises,  private 

houses,  schools,  and  other  places.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  bulk 

* 

of  the  bait  laid  was  taken  and  at  2  places  only  has  there  since  been 
any  complaint  of  rats. 


it 


The  complete  clearance  of  badly  infested  premises  leads  me 
to  assume  that  a  big  number  of  rats  and  mice  were  destroyed. 
Buildings  formerly  centres  of  rat  infestation  such  as  slaughter¬ 
houses,  tanneries,  corn,  seed  and  food  stores,  are  now  practically 
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free,  due  no  doubt  to  the  more  efficient  methods  of  construction  of 
storage  and  to  immediate  action  being  taken  when  stray  rats 
are  seen. 


CONCLUSION. 


Routine  inspection  (both  District  and  Housing)  has  been 
somewhat  disorganised,  the  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  having 
entailed  many  enquiries,  a  considerable  increase  in  dealing  with 
the  fumigation  of  infected  rooms,  the  steam  disinfection  of  bedding 
and  removal  of  patients  to  hospital. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Health  Committee  for  their  careful  con¬ 
sideration  of  all  reports  which  I  have  submitted  to  them,  and  for 
their  help  and  support  throughout  the  year.  In  addition,  I  wish  to 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  satisfactory  work  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  Clerks  in  dealing  with  the  immense  amount  of  detail 
arising  in  connection  with  their  duties.

Sample  202  was  labelled  ‘  Condensed  Machine  Skimmed  Milk 
Unsweetened,”  and  on  dilution  gave  a  good  Skimmed  Milk, 

Sample  206  was  labelled  “  Condensed  Full  Cream  Milk 
Sweetened,”  and  on  dilution  it  gave  a  good  Milk  with  Sugar  added.
